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both aspects are progressing 
positively. 

According to the gover- 
ment, PetroChina is pushing 
for a quick conclusion. For 
this reason, they are commit¬ 
ted to an interchange of doc¬ 
umentation during the next 
weeks ahead. This is in an ef¬ 
fort to address all the issues 
on which agreements must be 
made and at the same time to 
concure with Valero. The 
government stated that...”we 
are very optimistic that there 
is the opportunity for a 
durable solution for the prob¬ 
lem of the refinery for an ex¬ 
tended period.” 

PetroChina is the largest 
oil refinery in the world. They 
are interested in establishing 
a strategic point of interest in 
this region. According to the 
Prime Minister, contrary to 


what some are saying, they 
are not interested in bringing 
any large group of persons to 
work in Aruba to operate and 
maintain the refinery. They 
seem to have great respect for 
what they have seen of the 
local management, and are 
impressed with the expertise 
and responsibility of the man¬ 
agement team here under the 
leadership of Ray Buckley. 

This, according to the 
Prime Minister, gives us 
much comfortability, because, 
if we succeed in reaching an 
agreement in a positive man¬ 
ner, this could mean the con¬ 
tinuity of the work of our 
Aruban teams. This refers to 
the locals who are currently 
managing the refinery as well 
as to bring back those compa¬ 
nies that were maintaining the 
company.

Spies said in an interview 
with the Volkskrant newspa¬ 
per earlier both issues are no 
longer priorities but plans to 
leave it up to parliament to 
decide what to do. 

Spies, who is campaigning 
for the Christian Democratic 
party leadership, said: ‘Par¬ 
liament wants to bin the dual 
nationality plans. And I 
would not shed a tear if that 
happened to the burqa ban ei¬ 



ther’. 

The coalition alliance col¬ 
lapsed last month when Geert 
Wilders, leader of the anti- 
Islam PVV, pulled out after 
disagreeing with austerity 
measures. The dual national¬ 
ity and burqa bans were PVV 
policies. 

Until now Spies has de¬ 
fended the policies, describ¬ 
ing the proposed ban on the 
face-covering Islamic gov¬ 
ernment in January as ‘of 
very great importance’ to en¬ 
sure open communication. 
She also rejected criticism of 
the dual nationality proposals 
from the Council of State, the 
government’s most senior ad¬ 
visory body.

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Wilders wants Netherlands out of EU 


NEW YORK — Freedom Party 
leader Geert Wilders thinks the 
Netherlands should leave the 
European Union. He has advo¬ 
cated leaving the eurozone be¬ 
fore, which comes down to the 
same thing - as countries that 
drop the euro cannot remain a 
member of the European 
Union. 

Speaking in New York 
where he is promoting his 
book Marked for Death, he 


said: “We can become a mem¬ 
ber of the European Economic 
Area (EEA) like Norway or of 
the European Trade Associa¬ 
tion (ETA) like Switzerland so 
that we keep the economic ad¬ 
vantage. By no longer being a 
member of the EU and the eu¬ 
rozone, we determine our own 
rules, like who comes into the 
country, immigration and have 
our own currency.” 

His words come as the 


Netherlands prepares for a par¬ 
liamentary election on 12 Sep¬ 
tember, after he withdrew his 
party's parliamentary support 
for the minority VVD-Chris- 
tian Democrat government just 
over a week ago. This led to 
the fall of the Dutch govern¬ 
ment after seven weeks of ne¬ 
gotiations in which the three 
parties failed to agree on new 
austerity measures. The mino¬ 
rity coalition need the Freedom 


Party support in parliament to 
pass legislation. 

National sovereignty is set 
to be the main theme of his 
campaign. “Without it we can¬ 
not defend our identity and 
fight against Islamisation,” he 
said. 

Earlier on Tuesday, Mr 
Wilders dismissed rumours 
that he is planning to leave the 
Netherlands to live in the 
United States.

UN gives Sudan, South Sudan 
ultimatum to halt hostilities 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN Security Council yes¬ 
terday ordered arch-rivals 
Sudan and South Sudan to halt 
hostilities in 48 hours or face 
possible sanctions. 

With China and Russia 
joining the growing calls for a 
stop to the growing border 
conflict, the 15-member coun¬ 
cil unanimously passed a reso¬ 
lution giving diplomatic 
muscle to African Union ef¬ 
forts to halt violence and get 
peace negotiations started. 

Russia and China had op¬ 
posed talk of sanctions during 
negotiations on the US-drafted 
resolution and said they only 
reluctantly voted yes. 

Resolution 2046 calls on 
the neighbors to "immediately 
cease all hostilities" and with¬ 
draw troops to their own terri¬ 
tory. The two must give a 
written commitment to halt 
fighting within 48 hours to the 
African Union and the Secu¬ 
rity Council. 


The council ordered the two 
sides to start African Union- 
mediated peace talks within 
two weeks. The resolution 
threatens "additional meas¬ 
ures" under Article 41 of the 
UN Charter — which allows 
for non-military sanctions — if 
either side fails. 

Warning of a looming "full 
scale and sustained war," US 
ambassador Susan Rice told 
the council "both countries are 
on the brink of returning to the 
horrors of the past and threaten 
to take the entire region with 
them." 

While still one country, 
north and south Sudan fought 
a two-decade civil war up to 
2005 in which more than two 
million people died. 

South Sudan's Minister for 
Cabinet Affairs Deng Alor 
Kuol offered his country's 
"solemn commitment" to fol¬ 
low the resolution. But he ap¬ 
pealed to the United Nations to 
"urgently mobilize humanitar-

ian assistance for the popula¬ 
tion affected by Sudan's con¬ 
tinuous aerial bombardments 
and ground incursions" into 
the South. 

Sudan's UN ambassador 
Daffa-Alla Elhag Ali Osman 
expressed reservations about 
the resolution, however. 

"Peace between the two re¬ 
publics, Sudan and South 
Sudan, will only be achieved 
by halting all forms of support 
and sheltering proxy rebel and 
armed groups espoused by 
South Sudan," Osman told the 
council. 

Tensions have quickly risen 
since the split between the two 
nations in July last year — with 
no border agreed nor an accord 
on how to share revenue from 
oil reserves which straddle the 
two sides. South Sudan's 
forces only recently withdrew 
from the disputed oil town of 
Heglig after UN warnings.

US criticizes Venezuelan threat to 


Gingrich drops US presidential bid leave rights panel 


ARLINGTON (AFP) - Former 
House speaker Newt Gingrich 
yesterday dropped his erratic 
campaign for the 2012 Repub¬ 
lican presidential nomination, 
but pledged to remain in the 
public eye as an "active citi¬ 


zen." 

His exit leaves only Ron 
Paul, a Texas congressman 
who represents the libertarian 
wing of the party, in the race 
against the almost certain no¬ 
minee Mitt Romney. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday it 
would be "deeply regrettable" 
if Venezuela were to withdraw 
from the Inter-American 
Human Rights Commission as 
it has threatened to do. 

Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez said Monday that 
Caracas should pull out of the 
body of the Washington-based 
Organization of American 
States (OAS), which he 
charged was being used by the 
United States against his coun¬ 
try. 

"It would be deeply regret¬ 
table if Venezuela would de¬ 
cide to walk away from the 
Inter-American Commission 


on Human Rights (IACHR)," 
State Department deputy 
spokesman Mark Toner told 
reporters. 

Washington considered the 
body to be "an effective and 
unique organization within the 
hemisphere" as OAS member 
nations have "made a commit¬ 
ment to promote and protect 
human rights," he said. 

Venezuela's withdrawal 
from the body would "send a 
bad signal," he added. 

Caracas has threatened re¬ 
peatedly to pull out of the 
rights body. 

Chavez, an elected leftist 
ex-paratrooper, is a fierce critic 
of the United States. The 


United States and Venezuela 
have had tense ties for years 
and since 2010, they have not 
had ambassadors in place in 
the other's capital. 

In its 2011 report, the com¬ 
mission again cited Venezuela 
as a country — along with 
Colombia, Cuba and Honduras 
— where the exercise of funda¬ 
mental rights was compro¬ 
mised. Caracas has been on the 
black list since 2002. 

Since that year, Venezuela 
has refused to allow IACHR 
staff to visit the country be¬ 
cause the OAS recognized the 
de facto government which 
ousted him from power, for 48 
hours, in April 2002.

China activist leaves 
US embassy after 
deal with Beijing 



BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese ac¬ 
tivist Chen Guangcheng 
Wednesday "reluctantly" left 
the US embassy where he had 
sought protection after fleeing 
house arrest, following a deal 
with Beijing, a US-based 
rights group said. 

China Aid said it had been 
told by "reliable sources" that 
Beijing had made threats 
against relatives of the legal 
campaigner. 

This came despite US offi¬ 
cials saying hours after US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton arrived in China for pre¬ 
arranged talks that Beijing had 
pledged Chen and his family 
would be treated "humanely" 
and moved to a safe place. 

Victoria Nuland, State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman, de¬ 
nied threats were made, but 
said Chinese officials made 
clear Chen's family would be 
returned to their home in the 
eastern province of Shandong 
— where they suffered repeated 
abuse — if he remained at the 
embassy. 

China Aid said in a state¬ 
ment: "Chen's decision for de¬ 
parture from the US embassy 
was done reluctantly because 
'serious threat to his immediate 
family members were made by 
Chinese government' if Chen 
refuses to accept the Chinese 
government's offer. 

"We are deeply concerned 
about this sad development if 
the reports about Chen's invol¬ 
untary departure (from US em¬ 
bassy) is true," added the 
group, run by the exiled Chi¬ 
nese activist Bob Fu, who has 
been in close touch with Chen 
and his supporters. 


Zeng Jinyan, wife of 
the dissident activist Hu 
Jia, who met with Chen 
after his dramatic flight 
from house arrest, also 
claimed that Chen "did 
not want to leave the em¬ 
bassy", citing the wife of 
the blind campaigner. 

Chen, who riled Chi¬ 
nese authorities by expos¬ 
ing forced abortions and 
sterilisations under the 
"one-child" policy, fled 
house arrest on April 22 and 
sought refuge in the US em¬ 
bassy, where he demanded as¬ 
surances on his freedom. 

In a video address to Pre¬ 
mier Wen Jiabao released after 
his dramatic escape, the blind 
activist alleged he and his wife 
and young child had suffered 
repeated abuses at the hands of 
local officials in his hometown 
in northern China. 

Clinton said the United 
States remained "committed" 
to the 40-year-old legal cam¬ 
paigner, whose treatment she 
has repeatedly criticised in the 
past. 

"Mr. Chen has a number of 
understandings with the Chi¬ 
nese government about his fu¬ 
ture, including the opportunity 
to pursue higher education in a 
safe environment. Making 
these commitments a reality is 
the next crucial task," she said 
in a statement. 

"The United States govern¬ 
ment and the American people 
are committed to remaining 
engaged with Mr. Chen and his 
family in the days, weeks and 
years ahead." 

But responding to a ques¬ 
tion on Clinton's statement, 
China's foreign ministry 
spokesman Liu Weimin said: 
"What the US needs to do is to 
stop misleading the public and 
stop making every excuse to 
shift responsibility and conceal 
its own wrongdoing." 

He said the US should not 
"interfere" in China's domestic 
affairs and urged it to "take 
necessary measures to prevent 
a similar incident".

Number of Palestinians on hunger 
strike hits 1,550 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - At least 
1,550 Palestinians in Israeli 
jails are now taking part in a 
mass hunger strike, Israel's 
Prison Service said on Wednes¬ 
day, with two of them marking 
their 64th day without food. 

IPS spokeswoman Sivan 
Weizman told AFP another 100 
prisoners had begun refusing 
food in the past two days, 
swelling the number of those 
on hunger strike to 1,550 — or 
more than a third of the total 
Palestinian prison population 
of 4,700. 

On today’s morning, the Is¬ 
raeli Supreme Court was to 
hear an appeal against their 
being held in administrative de¬ 
tention, a procedure under 
which suspects can be held 
without charge for renewable 
periods of up to six months at a 
time. 

Jawad Boulos, legal advisor 
to the Palestinian Prisoners' 
Club, who visited prisoner 
Diab on Wednesday, said he 


was shackled to his hospital 
bed and watched over by four 
security guards. 

Diab was refusing to deal 
with the doctors until they re¬ 
moved his shackles and he told 
the guards: "The more cruel 
you become, the more insistent 
I become on my position and 
belief that my freedom is the 
most precious thing in life," 
Boulos said. 

A PHR doctor who exam¬ 
ined Diab on Monday found he 
was suffering from stomach 
pains, with indications he could 
be suffering from internal 
bleeding. 

She also said another pris¬ 
oner Halahla was in urgent 
need of a CAT scan. 

Khatib, who is also repre¬ 
senting Halahla, tried to visit 
him at Ramie prison infirmary 
on Wednesday but was refused 
permission, he told AFP. 

The vast majority of prison¬ 
ers began refusing food on 
April 17 in a demand for im¬ 


proved conditions, including 
increased access to lawyers and 
family visits, an end to solitary 
confinement and an end to ad¬ 
ministrative detention. 

Weizman said a prison com¬ 
mission was examining the 
issue of conditions inside jail, 
but gave no date for when its 
recommendations would be 
submitted. The commission 
had begun its work before the 
start of the mass hunger strike. 

Human Rights Watch on 
Wednesday said Israel "should 
immediately charge or release 
people jailed without charge or 
trial under so-called adminis¬ 
trative detention." 

Meanwhile, about 250 
Palestinian students on 
Wednesday demonstrated out¬ 
side Ofer military prison near 
the West Bank city of Ramal- 
lah, with some throwing stones 
at Israeli troops who responded 
with tear gas and rubber bul¬ 
lets, a military spokeswoman 
told AFP.

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Simple device can help babies with tragic heart flaw 


(AFP) - A cheap, simple device 
widely used to monitor blood 
oxygen can help save newborn 
babies with congenital heart 
defects, a study in The Lancet 
determined on Wednesday. 

Congenital heart flaws ac¬ 
count for between three and 7.5 
percent of all infant deaths, but 
surgery greatly improves the 
chances of survival, especially 
if the problem is detected at the 
earliest stages. 

Doctors led by Shakila 
Thangaratinam of Queen Mary 
University of London looked at 
published research into pulse 
oximetry, in which a small 


monitor is placed on the finger¬ 
tip or toe to check levels of 
oxygen in arterial haemoglo¬ 
bin. 

It works by comparing the 
differences in red light, which 
is absorbed by oxygenated 
blood and infrared light, which 
is absorbed by deoxygenated 
blood. 

Oxygenation levels are 
given instantly, in a digital dis- 
play. 

Thirteen studies covering 
nearly 230,000 newborn babies 
were included in the trawl. 

Pulse oximetry detected 76.6 
percent of congenital heart de¬ 


fects and had a rate of just 0.14 
percent of "false positives," a 
term meaning the times when 
the device wrongly signalled a 
problem when in fact the infant 
was healthy. 

The risk of a "false positive" 
was even lower when the baby 
was tested more than a day 
after birth, rather than within 
the first 24 hours, the paper 
said. 

Pulse oximetry is a useful, 
non-invasive early warning test 
for babies who do not have ob¬ 
vious symptoms of cardiac 
problems, say the researchers. 

Infants that are spotted as 


being at risk can then be diag¬ 
nosed by echocardiography 
and, if need be, treated by sur¬ 
gery. 

Pulse oximetry for newborns 
is an issue that has been hotly 
debated in medical circles, with 
some experts saying its reliabil¬ 
ity is unproven. United States 
is the only country to use it as 
a routine screening tool. 

But the new study says the 
evidence is now emphatic, as 
pulse oximetry has been tested 
on more than a quarter of mil¬ 
lion infants, 100,000 more than 
in 2009 when the last review 
took place.

No evidence 
that mobile 
phones 
harm health: 
study 

(AFP) - There is no convinc¬ 
ing evidence that the use of 
mobile phones damages 
human health, a "comprehen¬ 
sive" review of scientific evi¬ 
dence said last week. 

Studies have not demon¬ 
strated that the use of mobiles 
causes brain tumours or any 
other cancer, according to the 
review by the Health Protec¬ 
tion Agency (HPA)'s inde¬ 
pendent advisory group on 
non-ionising radiation. 

But it said it was important 
to monitor evidence as the use 
of mobile phones has become 
widespread only recently. 

The HPA also recommends 
that excessive use of mobile 
phones by children be discour¬ 
aged. 

"Overall, the results of 
studies have not demonstrated 
that the use of mobile phones 
causes brain tumours or any 
other type of cancer," the 
group said. 

"The evidence suggests that 
radio frequency field exposure 
below guideline levels does 
not cause symptoms in hu¬ 
mans." 

The group’s report re¬ 
viewed scientific studies on 
exposure to radio frequency 
electromagnetic fields pro¬ 
duced by mobile phones and 
wireless devices, such as wi-fi, 
as well as television and radio 
transmitters. 

It said the presence of radio 
frequency fields cannot be de¬ 
tected by people, including 
those who report being sensi¬ 
tive to them. 

And it added that research 
on long-term effects was lim¬ 
ited but there was no evidence 
as yet of negative health ef¬ 
fects. 

Anthony Swerdlow, chair¬ 
man of the advisory group that 
conducted the review, said: 
"There is no convincing evi¬ 
dence that radiofrequency ex¬ 
posure causes health effects in 
adults or in children but be¬ 
yond 15 years for mobile 
phones, we have to say we 
have little or no information. 

"I think it is important 
therefore, to some extent, to 
keep an eye out on this, which 
we will do into the future." 

The HPA said in response 
that it would continue to ad¬ 
vise a precautionary approach 
and keep the science under 
close review.

Hackers pick Google's pocket 
with Mac virus 



(AFP) - A vims infecting Mac¬ 
intosh computers is picking 
Google’s pocket by hijacking 
advertising ’’clicks," tallying as 
much as $10,000 daily, accord¬ 
ing to Internet security firm 
Symantec. 

A component of the wide¬ 
spread Flashback virus targets 
Google search queries made 
using Chrome, Safari, or Fire- 
fox browsers and directs peo¬ 
ple to pages dictated by the 
hackers, Symantec said Tues¬ 
day in a blog post. 

Those clicking online ads 
can be re-routed to websites of 


different merchants or pub¬ 
lishers, with hackers getting 
paid the eight cents or so that 
would have been paid to 
Google for the referral, analy¬ 
sis of the virus showed. 

"Google never receives the 
intended ad click," Symantec 
researchers said. 

"This ultimately results in 
lost revenue for Google and 
untold sums of money for the 
Flashback gang." 

Based on the hundreds of 
thousands of Macintosh com¬ 
puters believed to be infected 
with the Flashback virus, the

amount of money raked in by 
hackers could climb to about 
$10,000 daily, Symantec esti¬ 
mated. 

Apple last month released 
a Macintosh software update 
with a tool to purge Flashback 
from computers. 

"If the Flashback malware 
is found, a dialog will be pre¬ 
sented notifying the user that 
malware was removed," Cali¬ 
fornia-based Apple said at a 
support website. 

Apple has also said it has 
patched the weakness ex¬ 
ploited by the virus and is 
working to disrupt the com¬ 
mand network being used by 
hackers behind the infections. 

The virus took advantage 
of a weakness in Java pro¬ 
grams, according to Apple. 

The malicious software 
does its dirty work with direc¬ 
tions received from computer 
servers "hosted by malware 
authors" and Apple is collabo¬ 
rating with Internet service 
providers to "disable this com¬ 
mand and control network." 

Computer security special¬ 
ists have warned that more 
than 600,000 Macintosh com¬ 
puters may have been infected 
with a virus targeting Apple 
machines. 

Hackers tricked Mac users 
into downloading the virus by 
disguising it as an update to 
Adobe Flash video viewing 
software. 

Flashback Trojan malware 
tailored to slip past "Mac" de¬ 
fenses is a variation on viruses 
typically aimed at personal 
computers (PCs) powered by 
Microsoft’s Windows operat¬ 
ing systems. 

"All the stuff the bad guys 
have learned for doing attacks 
in the PC world is now starting 
to transition to the Mac 
world," McAfee Labs director 
of threat intelligence Dave 
Marcus told AFP.

Eurozone hits record jobless rate, 
fuels growth debate 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro¬ 
zone unemployment spiked to 
a record 10.9 percent in March, 
piling pressure on govern¬ 
ments yesterday to shift from 
austerity-first to growth poli¬ 
cies so as to revive the econ¬ 
omy. 

The figures, up from 10.8 
percent in February, coincided 
with a survey showing manu¬ 
facturing in the 17-nation eu¬ 
rozone stumbling to near 
three-year low levels as spend¬ 
ing cuts and tax rises push the 


bloc towards recession. 

Almost 17.37 million men 
and women, 169,000 more 
than in February, were out of 
work in March as the unem¬ 
ployment rate rose for the 11th 
month in a row, hitting a euro- 
era high, according to the Eu¬ 
rostat data agency. 

The Markit Purchasing 
Managers’ Index, a closely 
watched indicator, fell sharply 
to 45.9 from 47.7 in March, 
signalling contraction of the 
manufacturing sector for a 


ninth month running. 

’’That the eurozone is in re¬ 
cession is not news but the fact 
that the 'level' of recession is 
not easing at all at the start of 
the spring is more than worri¬ 
some," said ODDO Securities 
analyst Bruno Cavalier. 

With elections in France 
and bailed-out Greece on Sun¬ 
day turning on what govern¬ 
ments can do to restore growth 
as a way out of the eurozone 
debt crisis, analysts said the 
latest data highlights the chal¬ 
lenge facing them. 

The jobless and manufac¬ 
turing figures "underline the 
enormity of the challenge fac¬ 
ing policymakers to respond to 
the growing calls for growth 
across the region," Capital 
Economics said in a client 
note. 

It pointed out that even 
though southern eurozone 
countries were worst affected - 

- with Spain's jobless rate 24.1 
percent according to Eurostat - 

- there were signs of stronger 
states such as Germany com¬ 
ing under pressure too. 

Europe's powerhouse had a 
jobless rate of 5.6 percent in 
March, they said, but a head¬ 
line increase of 19,000 was 
only the second rise in 25 
months.

RIM close to hiring marketing 
chief, stock slumps 


ORLANDO - Research In Mo¬ 
tion Ltd stock slumped again 
yesterday, even as the com¬ 
pany said it was close to hiring 
a marketing boss to fashion a 
unified message for the next- 
generation BlackBerry that 
will likely determine its future. 

Speaking at an annual show¬ 
case event that has fallen flat 
this year, RIM Chief Executive 
Thorsten Heins admitted RIM 
spoke with more than one 
voice when it marketed its cur¬ 
rent BlackBerry 7 smartphones 
and its PlayBook tablet. He 
said that would change. 

The Canadian company is 
counting on its new Black¬ 
Berry 10 platform to reverse a 
deep erosion in its market 
share as consumers and profes¬ 
sional customers alike flock to 
flashier devices made by 
Apple Inc or powered by 


Google's Android. 

"One thing that really be¬ 
came obvious when I looked at 
the various parts of the com¬ 
pany is that we needed focus," 
Heins said at the BlackBerry 
World conference in Orlando, 
Florida. He took over from 
longtime co-CEOs Mike 
Lazaridis and Jim Balsillie ear¬ 
lier this year. 

RIM stock had fallen al¬ 
most 6 percent on Tuesday 
after the company gave in¬ 
vestors a glimpse of its next- 
generation smartphones and 
the tools they would need to 
create apps for the gadgets. 

But RIM has provided few 
details on how it plans to recover 
from its prolonged slump, and 
its shares were down another 5.3 
percent by yesterday, extending 
a slide of more than 75 percent 
in the past 13 months. 


Monti: Italy can help Franco- 
German ties if Hollande wins 


Rome (AFP) - Italy can help 
France and Germany find "a 
new equilibrium" if Socialist 
frontrunner Francois Hollande 
wins the French presidential 
election on Sunday, Prime 
Minister Mario Monti said 
yesterday. 

"We have become more 
pressing and, I hope, more per¬ 
suasive in a European context," 
Monti said at a debate with for¬ 
mer World Bank economist 
Joseph Stiglitz in Rome hosted 
by a centre-left think tank. 

"What could happen in 
France would be a very impor¬ 
tant factor. I think Italy has 
placed itself in a good position 
to help France and Germany 
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find a new equilibrium if it 
comes to that," he said. 

Hollande has said it would 
be possible to renegotiate a eu¬ 
rozone fiscal pact to include 
growth measures despite the 
misgivings of German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel, who has 
stressed that the pact is not up 
for debate. Merkel is support¬ 
ing Hollande's rival Nicolas 
Sarkozy in the election. 

Italian daily La Repubblica 
this week reported on plans for 
the Italian and German parlia¬ 
ments to ratify the fiscal com¬ 
pact simultaneously in a 
symbolic gesture aimed at em¬ 
phasising close ties between 
the two countries.

Cuban actors plot new life in America 
after defecting 



Lady Gaga teacup hits 
$50,000 and rising in Japan 


HIALEAH, Florida (AFP) - 
Two Cuban actors who de¬ 
fected last week en route to the 
Tribeca Film Festival in New 
York are plotting a new life to¬ 
gether in America and hope to 
pursue their acting careers. 

"We'd love to go to Las 
Vegas, it’s always caught my 
attention,” Javier Nunez Flo- 
rian told AFP in an interview 
alongside girlfriend Anailin de 
la Rua after emerging in 
Miami, days after their dra¬ 
matic disappearance. 

Immigration attorney Wil- 
fredo Allen told AFP the cou¬ 
ple will apply for political 
asylum in the United States 
within 10 days, and that they 
had a ’’very high chance” of 
getting their request approved. 

’’With our papers in hand, 
we hope to find whatever work 
is out there. If it’s in acting, 


great, but really I will do any 
work in order to get settled 
here,” De La Rua said. 

”So far, we’ve liked every¬ 
thing” about life in America, 
added Nunez. 

”1 like the way people live 
in Miami without having re¬ 
ally lived there. Now we have 
to fight for our dream and if it 
turns out that we can head out 
to Las Vegas, that would be 
welcome.” 

While they await the neces¬ 
sary paperwork to being their 
new lives, the couple was se¬ 
questered in a hotel room in 
Hialeah, a city northwest of 
Miami that has a large number 
of Cuban expatriates. 

’’Then, we do not know 
where to go,” De la Rua admit¬ 
ted. 

The couple, both 20 years 
old, said they would likely stay 


in Miami to start with as they 
have friends and family there 
in the Cuban community. 
Back home, they said, they 
have ”no future.” 

The young lovers kept their 
plans secret even to their co- 
star Dariel Arrechaga in the 
Cuban film ’’One Night,” 
which tells the story of three 
teenagers making the danger¬ 
ous ocean passage from Cuba 
to Florida in a homemade raft

PARIS (AFP) - Obesity, booz¬ 
ing and other lifestyle risks 
facing teenagers in the rich 
world are spreading fast to 
counterparts in poorer coun¬ 
tries, a probe published on 
Wednesday in The Lancet said. 

"The high-income world 
has been grappling with a ris¬ 
ing tide of risks for non-com¬ 
municable diseases, including 
the problems of obesity, phys¬ 
ical inactivity, alcohol, tobacco 
and illicit drug use," it said. 

"That tide is now over¬ 
whelming many low and mid¬ 
dle-income countries who have 
yet to bring in measures to 
control the problems of injury, 
infectious disease and maternal 
mortality in this young age 
group." 

The medical journal pub¬ 
lished a study of health prob¬ 
lems facing the world's 1.8 
billion adolescents, the biggest 
tally of this age group in 
human history. 

It defines this term as young 
people aged 10 to 24, at which 
the brain is considered to have 
reached physical maturity. 

The risks facing young peo¬ 
ple are many, but often are 
poorly understood and undoc¬ 
umented, said the review. 


They include deaths from 
road accidents, which are the 
biggest single cause of death 
among adolescents, from sui¬ 
cide or teen motherhood, and 
illness caused by the AIDS 
virus and substance abuse. 

Globally, South Africa has 
the highest rates of recorded 
adolescent mortality, according 
to the inquiry. 

Deaths among adolescent 
males in South Africa are eight 
times higher than in rich coun¬ 
tries. Among females, the rate 
is 30 times higher. 

Among 27 rich countries, 
the highest mortality rate was 
in the United States, mainly 
due to violence and road acci¬ 
dents, followed by New 
Zealand and then Portugal. 

The safest country in the 
rich league was Singapore, 
where the adolescent death rate 
was just a third that of the 
United States, followed by the 
Netherlands and Japan. 

Social media, too, is not 
without psychological or emo¬ 
tional risks. 

The report noted emerging 
phenomena such as cyber-bul¬ 
lying or "sexting," the act of 
sending sexually explicit or 
pornographic messages by mo-

MADRID (AFP) - A Lionel 
Messi hat-trick that saw him 
break Gerd Mueller's record 
for goals in a single European 
season inspired Barcelona to 
a 4-1 win over Malaga on 
Wednesday. 

Messi's tally of 68 is one 
better than that mustered by 
Mueller while playing for 
Bayern Munich in the 1972- 


73 season. 

Departing Barca coach 
Pep Guardiola named a 
strong side as the Catalans at¬ 
tempted to delay Madrid's 
celebrations as long as possi¬ 
ble — a defeat against fourth- 
placed Malaga would have 
handed the title to Madrid 
without them kicking a ball. 

Barcelona went ahead on 


13 minutes when Carles 
Puyol finished from close 
range after good play on the 
left from Messi and Andres 
Iniesta. 

Malaga did not sit back 
and on 26 minutes they were 
level when Salomon Rondon 
glanced a header past Jose 
Pinto — replacing Victor 
Valdes in Barca's goal — from 
a Jesus Gamez cross. 

On 34 minutes Barcelona 
went back in front as Messi 
made no mistake from the 
spot after Iniesta was tripped 
by Gamez. 

Pinto had to block at the 
feet of Duda just before the 
interval, but on 58 minutes 
Messi added his second 
penalty after Duda had 
brought him down to make it 
3-1. 

Messi beat Mueller's 
record with his third on 64 
minutes when Iniesta deliv¬ 
ered a defence-splitting pass, 
leaving the little Argentine to 
sprint onto the ball and beat 
the advancing Carlos Kameni 
in the Malaga goal. 


Footballs Coach punches sarcastic 
player on bench 


ROME (AFP) - Fiorentina 
coach Delio Rossi punched his 
own player Adem Ljajic dur¬ 
ing Wednesday's Serie A clash 
against Novara after taking ex¬ 
ception to the midfielder's sar¬ 
casm. 

With his side losing 2-0 at 
home to the team second bot¬ 
tom in the league after just half 
an hour, Rossi decided to act 
and hauled off Serbian Ljajic 
to bring on Ruben Olivera. 

As he went back to sit in the 
dug-out, Ljajic sarcastically 
applauded his coach's deci¬ 
sion. 

Rossi, 51, took exception to 


the player's reaction and leapt 
into the dug-out and seemed to 
punch Ljajic, 20, in the face. 

The scene continued for 
several seconds with Rossi 
seemingly trying to attack his 
player as Fiorentina officials 
tried to separate the pair. 

A couple of substitutes also 
tried to calm the situation, 
pulling Ljajic away from his 
irate coach. 

The referee did not see the 
incident and neither coach nor 
player was punished. 

But Fiorentina's fans 
showed exactly whose side 
they were on by jeering the 


young Serb with some shout¬ 
ing: "You're a gypsy". 

Rossi, on the other hand, 
was cheered and clapped. 


Footballs 
Ajax claim 
31st Dutch 
league title 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Ajax 
secured their 31st Dutch 
league title by beating VVV- 
Venlo 2-0 on Wednesday in 
their penultimate game of the 
season. 

A brace from Siem de Jong 
gave the four-time European 
champions their 13th succes¬ 
sive league victory and took 
them six points clear of sec¬ 
ond-placed Feyenoord. 

It is Ajax's second consec¬ 
utive Dutch title — the first 
time they have achieved such 
a feat since winning three Ere- 
divisie crowns in a row be¬ 
tween 1994 and 1996. 

It also remarks a remark¬ 
able turnaround for Frank de 
Boer's side, who were eight 
points behind joint-leaders 
PSV Eindhoven and AZ Alk- 
maar in mid-February.

Baseball: NBA star's 
group completes 
Dodgers purchase 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
group led by retired NBA icon 
Magic Johnson completed its 
purchase of Major League 
Baseball’s Los Angeles 
Dodgers on Tuesday with the 
final payment on the record 
$2.15 billion sale. 

The deal ends the turbulent 
eight-year Frank McCourt 
ownership era for one of the 
sport's flagship franchise and 
comes less than a year after 
the team declared bankruptcy 
last June with McCourt em¬ 
broiled in a complicated di¬ 
vorce. 

Stan Kasten, a former pres¬ 
ident of the Atlanta Braves 
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and Washington Nationals, 
will be the president of the 
Dodgers. Mark Walter is the 
controlling owner of the team 
with former Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers star Johnson among those 
with a minority stake in a club 
that last reached the World Se¬ 
ries in 1988. 

The Dodgers have the best 
record in the National League 
at 16-7 after the first month of 
the six-month regular season. 

"The Dodgers emerge 
from the Chapter 11 reorgani¬ 
zation process having 
achieved its objective of max¬ 
imizing the value of the 
Dodgers through a successful 
plan of reorganization, under 
which all claims will be paid," 
the team said in a statement. 

"The Dodgers move for¬ 
ward with confidence — in a 
strong financial position, as a 
premier Major League Base¬ 
ball franchise and as an inte¬ 
gral part of and representative 
of the Los Angeles commu¬ 
nity." 

McCourt had tried to sell 
off future broadcast rights to 
the team for money to help 
pay his divorce settlement and 
keep control of the team, but 
Major League Baseball com¬ 
mission Bud Selig rejected the 
deal, saying it would rob the 
club of financial assets it 
would need to sign talent to be 
competitive. 

Eventually the two sides 
agreed on a court-ordered 
compromise that was agreed 
upon by a US Bankruptcy 
Court. 

McCourt is expected to 
clear nearly $1 billion in 
profit, more than enough to 
handle the $131 million di¬ 
vorce payment owed Jamie 
McCourt, which was made on 
Monday from Dodgers' sale 
proceeds, according to the 
Los Angeles Times. 


Baseball: Pettitte recalls Clemens 
saying he used HGH 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - New 
York Yankees pitcher Andy 
Pettitte told jurors in the per¬ 
jury trial of former teammate 
Roger Clemens on Tuesday 
that Clemens admitted to him 
12 years ago that he had used 
human growth hormone. 

Pettitte, attempting a base¬ 
ball comeback with the Yan¬ 
kees at age 39, made a surprise 
appearance at the perjury trial 
of Clemens, a retired legend 
who told a 2008 US Congres¬ 
sional hearing that he never 
took performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

All that Pettitte said he 
could recall about the details of 
the key conversation with 
Clemens is that Clemens men¬ 
tioned that he had taken human 
growth hormones and they 



could help him recover from 
injury. 

Pettitte said the remarks 
came in passing during a 
workout session between the 
1999 and 2000 Major League 
Baseball seasons. 

When presented with a sim¬ 
ilar statement from Pettitte to 
Congressional investigators 


four years ago at the hearing 
where he is charged with lying 
when denying he was a dope 
cheat, Clemens said Pettitte 
"misremembered" the remarks. 

Pettitte, who retired last 
year after 16 major league sea¬ 
sons, has admitted that he re¬ 
ceived human growth hormone 
(HGH) from Brian McNamee, 
the trainer who worked with 
Clemens and Pettitte. Clemens 
had made no such statement. 

Pettitte says he used HGH 
in 2002 while trying to recover 
from an injury and that he used 
it again in 2004. 

An earlier trial on the mat¬ 
ter last July was declared a 
mistrial by US District Court 
Judge Reggie Walton, who is 
overseeing the current pro¬ 
ceedings.

Austrian govt to 
boycott Euro 2012 
matches in Ukraine 



VIENNA (AFP) - Austria's 
government said Wednesday it 
will boycott all Euro 2012 
football matches in Ukraine to 
protest at the treatment of 
jailed ex-premier Yulia Ty- 
moshenko, who is on hunger 
strike. 

"No member of the Aus¬ 
trian government will attend 
these games, that is our mark 
of solidarity," Vice-Chancellor 
and Foreign Minister Michael 
Spindelegger said after a cab¬ 
inet meeting. 

Vienna wanted to send 
Kiev a political signal, he 
added. 

The move follows reports 
that the German government 


was considering boycotting 
the Ukrainian matches over 
concerns for Tymoshenko's 
well-being. 

The 51 -year-old former 
Ukrainian premier was contro¬ 
versially jailed for seven years 
in October on disputed 
charges and has complained of 
beatings by prison guards. 

Earlier this week, Austrian 
Chancellor Werner Faymann 
already announced he would 
not attend any Euro 2012 
games in Ukraine, which is 
co-hosting the tournament 
with Poland. 

Sports Minister Norbert 
Darabos has also said he will 
stay away from a pre-compe¬ 
tition friendly match on June 1 
between Austria and Ukraine 
in Innsbruck. 

Spindelegger and Darabos 
however ruled out Austria 
hosting some Euro 2012 
games, following rumours that 
other countries from the re¬ 
gion might step in to replace 
Ukraine. 

Austria was co-host of the 
2008 European football cham¬ 
pionships with Switzerland. 


American Football: Ex NFL star 

Seau found shot dead 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Former NFL star Junior 
Seau died Wednesday of a 
suspected shooting suicide 
at his home in California, of¬ 
ficials and reports said. 

The 43-year-old shot 
himself in the head at his 
beachfront home near San 
Diego, according to the 
TMZ celebrity news web¬ 
site, while the San Diego 
Chargers, his former team, 
voiced shock at "the passing 
of Junior Seau." 

"Everyone at the Charg¬ 
ers is in complete shock and 
disbelief right now. We ask 
everyone to stop what they're 
doing and send their prayers 
to Junior and his family," it 
said in a brief statement. 

Emergency crews were 
called to his home at about 
9:30 am (1630 GMT), saida 
police spokesman. 

TMZ reported that Seau's 
girlfriend found his body in a 
bedroom with a gunshot 
wound to the head. The for¬ 
mer player's mother was hys¬ 
terical and spoke briefly, 
saying "Take me. Leave my 
son alone!" it reported. 


The former linebacker - 
who was selected for the Pro 
Bowl 12 times and played in 


the 1994 SuperBwolf 
for the Chargers - was 
arrested on suspicion 
of domestic violence 
in October 2010, after 
his 25-year-old girl¬ 
friend reported that 
she was assaulted dur¬ 
ing an argument. 

A few hours after 
he posted bail his 
SUV plunged down 
an ocean side cliff but 
Seau escaped serious 
injury. 

Seau also played for 
Miami and New England be¬ 
fore retiring in 2009.
